DeLaMorton claimed to 
be an inventor of mechani- 
cal devices, an oil expert, 
chemist, geologist, survey- 
or, real estate developer, 
agriculturist, industrialist, 
lawyer and civic engineer. 

“Few men who ever lived 
in Jackson County could 
equal his talents as a pro- 
moter of his ideas,” Bel- 
lande wrote.“Most of the 
biographical information 
known about deLaMorton 
was probably provided by 
the man himself.for his 
obituary.” 

According to Bellande, 

deLaMorton had some suc- 
cess in attracting local 


_ investors to a project in 


which he drilled for oil in 
the Kreole (Laine) area. 
Claiming to have graduated 
from schools of geology and 
mineralogy in London, 
Paris, Berlin and Vienna, 
deLaMorton also told locals 
he had experience in the 
Baku oil fields of Russia. 

'_ Bellande’s article details 
the 1910-18 period of 
deLaMorton’s life: 

“O.H. deLaMorton and 
Nellie Larimore deLaMor- 
ton began purchasing lands 
primarily in Sections 28 
and section 32 of T7S-R5W. 
They founded the Laine or 
Riverside Subdivision in , 
July, 1911, from 40 acres. 

This land was purchased 
from W.G. Stewart in Janu- 
ary, 1911, by Mrs. deLaM- 
orton. 

“A 12-acre reservation for 
the deLaMortons was creat- 
ed in the northeast corner 
of the tract. Professor 
deLaMorton built a home 


‘here in November 1911. It 


was described as two-story, 
quite large and made an 
attractive appearance. 
Today, this area is bounded 
by Bayou Cumbest Road, 
Kreole Avenue, and Mil] 
Avenue. 


ment corporation was incor- 
porated on March 6, 1911, 
with a capitalization 
$15,000. This was 
increased to $30,000 in 
May, 1911. The incorpora- 
tors were: FH. Lewis, J.W. 
Zink, O.H. deLaMorton, 
R.P. Linfield, H. Herring, 
R.A. Farnsworth, S.H. 
Bugge, J.J. Clark, and 
George R. Thompson. 
Frank Lewis sold the drill 
site (Turner tract) to the 
Pascagoula Development 
Corporation in June 1911.” 

The oil well ultimately 
did produce a supply of gas, 
but very little oil, according . 
to the article, which goes on 
to describe other deLaMor- - 
ton exploits, and an intrigu- . 
ing story of deLaMorton’s : 
childhood and young man- 
hood. 

The entire article is rich 
in biography and genealogy 
and fills in details on this 
enigmatic man.
